AT EMMITSBURG 


Every Precaution Taken to Prevent 


Spread of Disease. School Closed 


by Health Officer. Said to be Mild

Due to an o utbreak of scarlet fever, 
and fearfu l th a t it would spread, Dr. 
Ralph B row ning, county 
health offi­ 
cer, on W ednesday ordered the 
E m ­ 
m itsb u rg public schools closed. 
T h ere are now* th ree cases of 
the 
fever in 
E m m itsb u rg , 
and 
p ro m p t 
steps have been taken to p rev e n t 
a 
spread of the disease. The latest case, 
w hich developed T uesday, 
w*as 
th a t 
of Je sse Stone, th e oldest son of Dr. 
I). E. Stone, of E m m itsb u rg . Jo sep h 
Z im m erm an and R ichard B iggs 
a rc 
the o th er lads h aving the fevr. 
T hey 
are said to be chum s and it is believ­ 
ed th a t in this m a n n er they c o n tra c t­ 
ed the disease. All of them are under 
fifteen y ea rs of age. 
The cases 
a rc 
said to be very mild. 
T he school which w as closed is the 
only public school in E m m itsb u rg , the 
H igh School stu d e n ts going to T h u r ­ 
m ont. Miss M ary Shuff is th e princi­ 
pal of the closed school, and the other 
te ach ers are M isses M adeline F railey 
an d C lara Rowe. 
All of the teachers 
reside a t E m m itsburg. 
It is said th a t people in 
E m m its­ 
b u rg a re alarm ed o v er the 
o u tbreak 
of the fever. All the hom es w here the 
cases are, are under strict q u ara n tin e, 
w ith the la rue card s on th e fro n t 
of 
the house. T he school has been fu m i­ 
g ated th ree o r four tim es, follow ing 
th e o utbreak o f the o th er tw o cases, 
and each day d isin fectan ts w'cre used.

ington. 


W ashington, May 20.— Official infor- 
mation was received that Germany s 
reply to the American note will not 
be com pleted for at least a week, and 
probably will not reach W ashington 
for ten days. 
It Is now known with some definite­ 
ness th a t G erm an y will indicate her 
willingness not to have her s u b m a ­ 
rines act toward all m erchant men as 
tow ard destroyers or cruisers, but will 
give am ple time for passengers and 
cre w to leave, provided m e rc h a n tm e n 
are unarm ed, or lf pas sen g e rs and 
co n trab an d traffic are se parate d. 
T h a t position is looked upon with 
som e favor, provided it is suggested 
as a modus vivendi or te m p o ra ry a r ­ 
ran g e m en t, and does not involve th e 
relin q u ish m en t by the United States 
of th e rights of its citizens to travel 
an y w h e re on the high seas on ene m y 
or belligerent un arm e d ships.

It Look W hite or Red. 
There is a general belief that sun 
light is w h ite urn] therefore that the 
sun Ls white 
But this is a long w ay 
from the real condition of things. 
The 
sun is a bright blue, as blue in colet 
as seems the water of a deep mountain 
lake, 
it is the air that makes the sun 
seem white 
E veryb od y has noticed when tho air 
is very foggy th a t the sun appears as 
a red ball, as red as a redbot poker. 
Yet w e know' the ran hasn’t changed 
at all. 
It Ls th e mist in the air that 
makes the color seem different. 
And 
in the dawn and dusk, uo matter how 
clear the air m ay t«e, the sun Is much 
redder in color th an when it is over 
tread in the m id d le of the day. 
The 
reason for this is that in the morning 
and ev en in g w e se e the sun through a 
thicker l>elt o f air. 
It Is this thicker 
air which m ake# it look redder, Just 
a# it I*- the fog which has tire same 
effccL 
lf the air were taken away en 
tirely, then w e should exjiect the sun 
to be Still less Tell 
Since in th e m iddle of the day the 
sun is white, how could it be Ie-.* red? 
By being blue. 
The atm osp h ere I* really like a thick 
orange colored veil spread between the 
world and the bright blue sun. 
U k e a 
veil it dim# the light, and its color acts 
as a filter. 
Act Bally the air stops most 
of the blue ray#, but let* nearly nil the 
• •range colored ray# come through. 
It has been quite definitely shown 
that if it were not for the orange col­ 
ored veil of tho air we could not Live 
ui»cn the earth today. 
Even as it i- 
the actinic rays o f su n ligh t give sun 
stroke in summer, and it is in the blue 
and violet rn>s that the damage is 
d*»ne. 
T h e air so ften s the suu.ight 
enough for ti# to t e a r IL 
A few million years lienee the sun 
will lie yellow, and already some of lls 
earlier blue heat is gone. 
But for a 
million jour* ahead—‘Ave should wor­ 
ry;"—New York Am erican.

It is regarded in Washington as as­ 
sured that if italy and Austria declare 
a state of war, it w ill be extended 
also as between Italy and Germ any 
and Turkey. In that event the Rome 
government wishes the American am 
hSHsadors at Berlin and Constantino­ 
ple to take over its diplomatic inter­ 
ests. 
As yet there has been no request 
from 
Germ any to have the United 
States act for it in Rome. Germ any is 
reported to have aahed Switzerland to 
take her interests. 
Secretary of State Bryan refused to 
discuss the addition of tile Italian and 
Austrian interests to those cared for 
by Am erican embassies in Vienna and 
Rome, saying such inquiries pre-sup 
posing war would be improper for him 
to answer. Nevertheless, it is known 
that the Am erican embassies abroad 
have been instructed to employ such 
addltionai clerh ai help as may be ne­ 
cessary and to prepare for the extra 
work.

H E recipes following can till lie 
very highly recommended, the 
first being a S'>uthorn delicacy 
that ( (tines from a New Orleans house­ 
keeper: 
Sweet Pickle Relish 
The Ingredients 
required are one dozen snit pickles, to 
be pure Inned at alm ud sn} grocery 
shop; one pound of light, brown sug.ir, 
a spice bag containing eight 
whole 
cloves, one tablespoonful of whole all­ 
spice ami 
two sticks of cinnamon, 
broken Info sinai! pieces; about one 
pint or cider vinegar and a quarter of 
a pound < f seeded raisins. 
Cut the 
pickles In slice* one Inch thick. 
Place 
the pickles, raisins and sugar In a 
Hone crock and let tln-in remain over­ 
night. 
In the morning drain off a lit­ 
tle of (be Winery liquid (not the sugar), 
turn Into a preserving kettle, cover 
with Hie vinegar and add tin* spice 
bug. 
Boil for fifteen minutes; then re­ 
move the pickles and cook down the 
sirup with the raisins until it is as 
thick a* honey. 
Return the pickles to 
the sirup, let it all lad! up once more 
and seal iii self scaling jars, as one 
docs with preserves. 
This pickle will 
keep for a long lime. 
Apple Ginger 
Conserve. 
Use 
fair, 
juicy apples for fills relish. 
Red arui 
clit the 
a p p le s 
into eighths. 
Place 
them iii a huge graniteware kettle, ar­ 
ranging them iii layer*, and sprinkle 
brown sugar generously between tach 
layer. 
Then add to each quart of the 
peeled ami cut fruit tho grated yellow 
rind of one lemon, a small cupful of 
chopped 
preserved ginger and suffi­ 
cient vinegar to Im rely cover the fruit 
Allow the apples to stand overnight, 
and in the morning place over a mod­ 
erate fire and bring slowly to the ladl­ 
ing point. 
Simmer unfit tin* fruit I* 
fender, but not broken; then skim out 
tile apples and boil down tile sirup un­ 
til quite thick. 
Seal all, bolling hot, in 
air tight Jars. 
Spiced Peaches, 
evaporated 
p e a c h e s 
and soak 
them 
overnight with cold water to cover. 
Then drain mid to five pounds of tin* 
fruit use two pounds of sugar, one 
quarter of nil ounce o f cinnamon, tie* 
same quantity of ground cloves and 
mace and one quart of vinegar. 
Put 
tile vinegar In a graniteware kettle 
with the sugar and the spices in a 
small c h e e se c lo th bag. 
Simmer this 
sirup for fifteen minutes; then put in

W atch the fruit carefully, stirring ck* 
cssi.iqnlly. for the fruit w ill scorch e n s 
fly. 
If gas is us**! for cooking a smalt 
asbestos pad over tl»e burner Is recom­ 
mended.
